Make an opening three or more times larger than the roots, large enough to 
receive all the roots without crowding. Mix the dirt, removed from holes, half and 
half with Westhauser’s Gro-Kwick Acid Peat, or some acid material such as decayed 
leaves, rotten straw or vegetable refuse, firm this well around the roots of the plants. 
We recommend that a handful of sulphur be put around each plant in the spring. 
Give the one-year plants one-half ounce of Sulphate of Ammonia, for the older 
plants increase one-half ounce for each additional year. Do not let the Sulphate of 
Ammonia get in contact with the foliage. This can be purchased at your local feed 
store, and is very inexpensive.
